Ottawa, April 17th—The opposi¬ 
tion press ore hard propaed to make 

adverse political capital oat of the 
showing which the estimate fos^the 
ensuing year reveal. Those handed 
down to parliament last week were 
the first of the new administration. 
Last year the estimates of the outgoing 
government, as prepared by them for 
that year, was accepted by the Liberal 
Government as a matter of necessity 
since, at the late dato of their acc^l- 
sion to office, they were for that 
reason j re dud 3d from investigating 
and revising them. But as time went 
on, the money voted under these 
estimates was not expended by them 
where the government saw it was not 
actually required, and as a result, a 
considerable saving in expenditure was 
* effected. 

The estimates just submitted to The 
House, are acknowledged by the more 
fair-minded of tories, as appearing 
vdry^ favorable when scrutinized. 
They admit that it is everywhere 
apparent that the most rigid enconomy 
has been practised in making them up. 
The frequent complaint has been raised 
by the tory press that superannuations 
and dismissals were a subterfuge, 
made simply to afford vacancies in the 
civil service, of both inside and out- 
side branche?, for government sup¬ 
porters. If that accusation bore on 
its face the element of truth then it 
would be difficult indeed for Liberals 
to deny the 'oft-repeated statement, 
that the spoil systen was being intro¬ 
duced into Canadian affairs by the 
present government. But it so trans¬ 
pires, and all the facts which are 
brought out and those which remain 
to be produced, plainly testify that 
the offices vacated have been rendered 
vacant in the interests of economy— 
the fundamentale priucipl of Liberal 
politics. There have been forty-two 
superannuations and fourteen retiring 
gratuities made already with more to 
follow. The Finance Minister inform¬ 
ed tho House that this course had 
effected a large saving to the country. 
And why? Because, although in a 
few isolated cases vacancies made by 
officials, who wore superannuated on 
account of age or infirmity, had been 
filled, nevertheless the great majority 
of tho offices so vacated were abolished. 
In tho determination to economise, 
without prejudicing the efficiency of 
the service, the government have had 
to turn a deaf ear to the clamours of 
their friends for office, and resolutely 
slum the seductive and well^beaten 
path travelled by their tory predecessors 
when satisfying the demands of their 
followers. The country ought then to 
I be 6P'zcd with a feeling of comfortable 
assurance of the honest intentions of 
tho new government as indicated by 
tho estimates just brought down to 
parliament. As the matter now stands 
tho estimated cost of running the 
government of the country, for the 
[ next year, is one and a half millions 
less than what the late government 
required to do the work for the fiscal 
year now drawing to a close. 

It seems somewhat singular that a 
covert threat is given out by the 
opposition that, by the aid of their 
friends in the Senate, they may make 
an attempt to defeat the endeavor of 
the government to repealthe Franchise 
Act. All the more strange when it 
is considered what a great advantage 
this same act gave them over the 
Liberals in days gone by, and now 
that it has pased into the possession 
of tho liberal majority, why they 
should wish their opponents to have 
and uso this potent machinery which 
would afford liberals the same partisan 
advantages, is a matter to be wondered 
at. There is an overwhelming Con¬ 
servative element in the members 
constituting the Senate. The figures 
are <J5 Conservatives to 16 Liberals. 
It is the aim of the government to

A few figures, taken from official 
sources. and referring to the first yearn 
of tho present decade, will throw con¬ 
siderable light on tho matter of popu¬ 
lar education in Russia. About 200,000 
recrultH are yearly enlisted in the army 
and of these only about 50,000 ran 
read. Among the peasants proper, the 
percentage of illiterates rises to 95 per 
cent. In some parts • * • there is 
only one school to each 200 villages. If 
Russia had the same proportion as her 
neigh)ior, Hweden, for example, she 
would have about 250,000 wchools, while 
she actually has only 18.000. Again, 
take Rubin's enormous toudgl*t of 1,- 
000 , 000.000 roubles. Of this only 500,000 
are devoted to popular education—that 
is, one-eleventh part of what is de¬ 
voted to the maintenance of the Im¬ 
perial Court*. one six-hundredth part 
of the cost of the army, and one two- 
thousandth part of the whole.

The thickness of the cluy forming the 
sides yf a vase might be a trifle stout¬ 
er than that desirable for perforating, 
A quarter Inch limit should, however, 
be ample for all ordinary purpose*. 
Suggesting, as It does, a comparison 
with carving In wood. 1 cannot do bet¬ 
ter than point out the cardinal points 
!n which clay carving differs from 
.hat of his fellow In wood. 

Granting our day in suitable condi 
tlon, the beginner might with profit 
attack the simple subject of the title 
at head of page tftgure 18). an Ivy lenf. 
To get an Impression of this upon the 
day the following simple method i* 
available: Obtain a piece of thin tissue 
or tracing paper, and trace with a J 
or BB pencil the outline firmly on the 
tissue, then, reversing it. go over the 
outline again with the same soft blac k 
pencil. Apply Mils to the damp day 
with a little pressure round the out¬ 
line; by this means we shall obtain a 
tolerably distinct image of the outline 
ready for cutting. 

In \vpod carving It is usual to go 
round such an outline with chisels «>f 
a suitable shape, and, striking down¬ 
ward. cutting the fibers * to th<* ex¬ 
treme of an eighth or quarter of un 
Inch. Such, now, will be our proceed¬ 
ing. but In place of the chisel or chisels 
—for the wood carver needs several 
even for the simple outline we have 
before us—we shall use a cutter, a thin 
blade, pointed out necessarily sharp, 
but thin.

as we started with. At the end of the 
stroke (which would be limited by an 
opposing line) we gently lift, by means 
of the blade, the severed clay. Should 
,,ur guess a* to the depth of the trench 
have been correc It will require but 
little humoring; most prolxtbly It will 
fall out of it* own accord. 

Ibis is the principle for the carving 
of a clay surface. The facility of cut¬ 
ting the ou-tllne has a great advantage 
over the same process In wood, and 
likewise the removal of a depth of 
clay from around the outline 1* of a 
far simpler and quicker nature In th-* 
clay than in wood. The more subtle 
\arletles of surface so characteristic* 
of fine woodwork are all possible In 
the clay. 

The tile (figure 14) will give* the op 
portunlty of acquiring more skill. Pro 
ceed to set out the outline, which. In 
this case, had better lie done with a 
pair of compasses; then cut It to a 
depth of an eighth of an Inch; follow 
1 y paring or beveling all round, and 
remove the bulk of c lay where dotted; 
to accomplish which cross cut. mosaic- 
fashion, the surface to be removed, 
lifting each piece as cut with the point 
of the cutting tool. The broker sur 
face left Is often worth retaining 
though It can be smoothed by the rake> 
(figure 5). and tools, slightly bent over, 
afterwaid \stamped or dotted by the 
tracer (flgutv 6). The Intersection of 
the various features will be emphasiz¬ 
ed by the carving.addlng griutly to the 
atttactlvenfcss of the design. 

The simple vase (figure J5) furnishes 
us with another type of design, tin* 
carving being executed In the same 
manner as the preceding forms. TIP 
background In this Is quite removed, 
then stamped with the end of the 
tracer. This tool can be capitally 
made from ..the slate nencils usually 
furnished to children at schools, one 
end being sharpened to a point and 
rounded, the other, wiih the assist¬ 
ance of a file, made Into a star, etc. 
The flowers are simple In outline, to 
show the use that can be made of the 
barrels of pens; these taking the place 
of gouges In the clay carver’s outfit. A 
file and three or four barrel* of pens— 
1 e the part that holds the nllr—will 
make good substitutes for gouges, and 
are u*ed much In the same manner 
(see figures 4, 7. 8). Figure 9. a large 
size must be cut from a plee* of tin 
or zinc, and bent. Many fanciful com¬ 
binations are to be made In this man¬ 
ner, much like pastry trimmers. The 
remaining tools area toed known as 
the loop, for hollowing flowers—hair¬ 
pins grund at the end make capital 
ones—and two smaller forms of loops, 
which are used for lines border*, etc. 
Th«< are made from large-eyed need- 
le*. ground lateral v to a cutting edge. 
When used ^he clay passes IJw a 
thread through the eye of the needl<k
